The Spanish 
General! reiterated that he was at liberty to 
go where he pleased, and when Gomes wus 
leaving the place the bodyguard there ar- 
rested him anew. He was thrown into prison 
and was sentenced to life imprisonment at 
Ceuta, Africa. 

During the little war from 1879 to 1880 
the Cuban General, Arcadio Leyte Vidal, a 
relative of the leader of the same name now 
in Pinar del Rio, was living in Magari, re- 
tired from politics.

In the general reception. room, where he 
has been given a corner and @ table, he is in 
demand every hour between 10 in the morn- 
ing and 4 in the afternoon. His business is 
so extensive he finds it impossible to attend

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were Masons, the Masonic civbs of Santiago 
decided that Belasario Alverez and Manuel 
Fesneda should unobservedly accompany the 
prisoners to see to their welfare.

et another story of Spanish perfidy is 
that of Juan Cintra. Juan Cintra was a 
Captain in the insurgent army in 1873. He 
had a small guerrilla force operating around 
Cambute in Santiago Province, and on ac- 
count of his dashing bravery and prodigious 
strategy had become the terror of the 
Spaniards. These, unable to cope, decided 
on a horrible scheme to avenge themselves. 
The military commander of Cobre, with a 
strong Spanish force, one night surrounded 
the house where Cintra’s family lived. Not 
a person was allowed to escape. 

The inmates were the father and mother 
of Cintra, his wife, and children, a total of 
twelve human beings. They were locked up 
in the house, which was set on fire. All per- 
ished and the place was converted into a 
‘heap of rubbith and ashes. When poor Capt. 
Cintra returned home and witnessed the 
scattered ashes of what had been dearest 
to him on earth, in an ecstasy of anguish and 
indignation he took the oath never to be 
reconciled with Spanish tyranny. He kept 
his oath. Poor Cintra, one of the most con- 
spicuous victims of Spanish brutality, died 
in the prisons ag-t he Chaffarine Islands after 
the ten years’ war. 

Gens. José Maceo, Guillermo Moncada, 
and Quintin Bandera celebrated a treaty of 
peace with Spain in 1879, when the lit- 
tle war“ was in progress, under promise that 
they would be allowed to sail to a foreign 
country, taking with them their families 
and all of their men that would be willing 
‘te follow them. The condition on the part of 
the government was that they. would lay 
down’ their arms. This they did, being al- 
| lowed to embark on a merchant vessel at 
Guantanamo that was to transport them to 
Santiago de Cuba, whence the government 
would pay their passage to any country they 
should wish to go to. So soon as the mer 
chant vessel left Guantanamo it was de- 
tained by a man of war that had been wait- 
ing in readiness; and all the Cubans were 
transferred to the latter ship, where they 
were put in chains and carried to the African 
prisons, where many died and from which 
the three Generals managed to escape years 
afterwards. I will relate the two instances 
in-which the Spanish Government attempted 
to ensnare Col. Emilio Nunez: 

Story of Col, Nitres. 

* The fact that Col. Nunes is today among 
us and can testify to the truth here stated 
lends interest to these episodes of Spanish 
treachery. I will try to reproduce the stories 
Just as Col. Nunez: spoke. them to me this 
morning: 

% You remember 1880," said the Colonel, 

Seeing the impossibility of victory on our 
side I entered on negotiations for the final 
surrender ot my forces with the Spanish 
General, Bianco, then Captain-General of 
Cuba, and who has just now resigned his 
post as Captain-General of the Philippines.

Escobedo, taking advantage, succeeded in 
introducing in my ranks two assassins, one 
of them, whose name I recall, was Jos Rojas, 
: Corporat of the Spanish army.

THREE LILLIPUTIANS LODGED: II JAIL 


Adolph Phillips Has Them and Their 
Manager Arrested in Boston for 
Alleged Breach of Contract. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 13.—{Special.]—When 
the Lilliputians, who played at the Tremont 
Theater last week in The Merry Tramps,” 
departed for Hartford this afternoon they 
left three of their number locked up in the 
Charies Street Jail. They had been arrested 
Saturday afternoon by officers of the Sheriff 
and held to answer to a suit for 8 
instituted by Adolph Phillips, the New York 
playwright. 

Mr. Phillips sued for the modest littlesum 
of ,000, declaring that two ycars ago 
the three little folks had signe! a six 
months’ contract with him to play under 
his direction.

Because Manager Carl Rosenfcid of the 
Lilliputians could net put up $38,000 worth 
of security and because the little folks were 
themselves powerles$ to furnish the neces- 
sary security they had to go to jail.

Touches on Sanitation. 


T have been interested in THe TRIBUNE'S 
stories about the sanitary condition of the 
Nineteenth Ward,“ Mayor Swift continued. 
That question is one which will never get 
old for Chicago until it is settled. It must 
be settled by educating our heterogeneous 
population in limited districts to prefer clean- 
liness to filth and to codperate with the city 
in furthering its health regulations. City 
government is always just what the people 
want and no better, and the people must be 
educated in sanitary matters before the city 
government can reform their methods of 
living. The people of this city must go into 
these odious districts with a flaming sword 
and force the uncleanly to change their man- 
ner of living. 

“I think it was a step in the right direc- 
tion to put the garbage business in the 
hands of the Health Commissioner instead 
of leaving it to the careof the Street Depart- 
ment. People have a more wholesome re- 
spect for and yield better obedience to a 
health officer than to a street official. For 
my part, I think the health official should 
have the powers of an autocrat and be able 
to purge and even wipe out, if necessary, the 
plague spots of a city. 


Lesson from New York. 


„I was delighted with the work of Gen. 
Martin’s department in New York and wish 
Chicago might speedily have as good an 
equipment and support for this health work. 
His office, for instance, has a private lega! 
department with fivé attorneys to push its 
regulations in the courts. We are coming 
to that sort of an appreciation of a city’s 
needs. 

“One sign which looks deplorable in our 
city is the great eagerness of large portions 
of our people to disobey sanitary regula- 
tions. Think of $119,000 being taken in as 
the year’s fines ih the Health Department, 
and it will show how glad people are to do 
what is against the best interests of their 
health and the city’s. 
give the health officials more money and 
more authority and stand behind them in 
enforcing sanitary legislation. It is an up- 
hill business with them now often—as where 
whole families in the Nineteenth Ward 
fight to retain garbage boxes in front of 
their doors, as though they were fighting 
‘for the green. graves of their sires.’ Chi- 
cago cannot make progress in ample health 
provisions too rapidly.“

Vending Issues Are Fut Aside. 
Aside from e previously-referred-to 
points, it can be stated in a general 


that the terms of the treaty are such as to 
“clear the board of all the vexatious 


questions which have arisen between the 


United States and Great Britain. These 
have been numerous in recent. years, and 
some of them have threatened serious con- 
sequences. 

Those familiar with the exact terms of the 
negotiations say hot one of the causes of 
friction will remain. Some of. them are 
withdrawn from the operation of the treaty 
from the fact that other methods of settle- 
ment already have been upon. This 
is the ease with. the Venezuelan question, 
which, by the recent agreement pertaining 
to that subject alone, is committed to a 
special court of arbitration. The Bering 
Sea claims are now before a commission 
created by special treaty, so that this, too, 
will not fall within the scope of the new 
treaty. Other questions have been simi- 
larly dis of, and, considering them all, 
it is said by those familiar with them that 
the Alaskan boundary will be the only 
pending controversy likely to come within 
the scope of the new treaty. 


International Conflicts Avoided, 


The main purpose of the treaty, however, 
ig to guard against future differences threat- 
ening a rupture, and in this the negotiators 
believe the terms of the instrument will be 
such as to avoid all possibility ef interna- 
tional conflict for the future. 

This fs regarded as the main achievement. 
It is said to be peculiarly advantageous to 
the commercial interests of both countries, 
assuring them against rumors of war or 
the serious prospect of war. As one or those 
wi te in the negotiatione sums up the 
result: 

When a serious difference arises be- 
tween the two countries, instead of a public 
feeling that war may result and a conse- 
quent unsettling of commercial Interests, as 
occurred during the Venezuelan crisis, the 
public will know beyond all possibility of 
rumor or report that the difference is one 
which will be settled by arbitration Instead 
of a possible resort to arms. This public 
sentiment against alarm is felt to be no less 
beneficial.as one. of the features agsured by 
the treaty than the plan of arbitration itself. 

The reasons for Mmiting the treaty to five 
years are doubtless to place a measure of 
this extent to a fair trial, after which, if the 
results are as good as anticipated, the treaty 
can be renewed or be made permanent. 

It is felt that the character of the men on 
such a court will remove it from the usual 
divisions based purely upon the nationality 
of the arbitrator, and, moreover, a majority 
bie a the arbitrators will doubtless be re- 
quired. 


Possible Exceptions to Be Made. 

As yet it cannot be stated definitely wheth- 
er the treaty will cover differences involving 
national honor and sovereignty. This wasa 
point of disagreement early in the negotia- 
tions. It is probable, however, that an ex- 
ception will occur in this respect, as the 
treaty is meant to cover the usual and or- 
dinary differences which arise between na- 
tions, rather than such extraordinary events 
as an insult to the flag or any other national 
indignity, which are usually considered out- 
side ther ve of arbitrations. 

All the ..egotiations have been carried on 
in Washington, and the signing of the in- 
strument will occur here. 

Mr. Olney and Sir Julian Pauncefote have 
borne the brunt of the work, the latter exe- 
cuting the views of Lord Salisbury in such 
a way as to expédite the final arrangement.

Confessions of Witnesses, 


It is now claimed by thé insurance com-- 
panies that much of the testimony offered 
on behalf of Mrs. Flennekin's claim was 
false, and.about three weeks several of 
her witnesses, including Jack Welsh, 
Ella. Lester, Bill Hood, Jesse Hood, and 
Frank Kirkham, all of this place, went in a 
body to the representatives of the insurance 
companies and confessed that Mrs. Flenne- 
kin had induced them to commit perjury by 
promise of a share of the money she expected 
to realize. On the strength of these assur- 
ances they had sworn that Flennekin was 
not paralyzed, and that he had been exam- 
ined by Dr. Manley.

The drug firm during the last quarter of

SENATE PROGRAM FOR THE WEEK. 


Senator Allen May Pay His Respects 
to Critics of Populist States. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—The Lodge 
imimigration bill, as_“‘ unfinished business,“ 
will have the right of way in the Senate each 
day after 2 o’clock until disposed of and the 
friends ef the measure have announced their 
determination not to cease their labors in 
its behalf until a vote shall be secured upon 
it. It is impossible to say how much time 
will be required on the bill. but Senator 
Lodge is hopeful he will get it through this 
week. Senator Gibson of Maryland has an- 
nounced hisgpurpose to talk in opposition to 
the bill, but he declines to state whether he 
will resort to other tactics to defeat it. Those 

ho oppose concede the bill will pass if it 
should reach a vote. 

After tne immigration bill comes that pro- 
viding for free homesteads on lands formerly 
occupied by Indians as reservations. The 
present homestead law does not apply to 
these lands, and it is claimed the fact that it 
does not has cost many settlers their home- 
stead rights. The question is a vital one in 
many portions of the West and has been par- 
ticularly prominent in Oklahoma. 

Senator Pettigrew is the especial champion 
of the bill and he will show it was indorsed 
by the national conventions of all the parties 
last summer. ‘The bill will be vigorously op- 
posed, as it is claimed its enactment into law 
would cost the government no léss than 
$25,000,000. 

It is probable these two measures will con- 
sume the greater part of the time of the 
Senate this week, and it is quite possible 
they may not be disposed of. 

The bill providing for the election of Sena- 
tors by the direct vote of the people is a spe- 
cial order for Monday, but it may go over to 
a future date, Senator Allen of Nebraska 
probably will occupy the floor for a short 
time tomorrow in a speech on his resolution 
concerniig the validity of contracts. He is 
expected to say something in this speech 
about the policy of Western States which 
have eleéted Populist State administrations 
and to pay his respects to some of the critics 
of those States. The Nebraska Senator is 
also likely to call up the Dingley bill at any 
time. 

There is a possibility that Congress may 
on Thursday or Friday adjourn over until 
after the holidays. The Cuban question may 
furnish a topic for a sensation at any time. 


HOUSE PROGRAM FOR THE WEEK. 
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Army and Legislative Appropriation 
Bills Will Receive Attention. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—It has not 
yet been decided when-the holiday recess 
shall begin, but yesterday, at the confer- 
ence of the Republican members of the 
Ways and Mcans committee, a date as 
early as Friday of this week was suggested. 
It is even probable, however, that the recess 
will begin about Wednesday of next week 
and continue until the Monday after New 
Year's. This week, except tomorrow, which 
is District of Columbia day, and an hour of 
Tuesday, which has been set aside for the 
consideration of the bill to transfer the 
present rights of the Atlantic and Pacific 
railroad, under its government charter, to 
the mortgagees when they reorganize, will 
be devoted to the consideration of the army 

and legislative appropriation bills. 

The former is completed, and the latter 
will be put in final shape tomorrow. It 1s 
the expectation of the leaders that both 
these bills can be passed before the recess. 
Should any time remain it will probably be 
given to the committees to call up such 
bills as they have on the calendar.

Alabama Elects Gen. Pettus. 


The Legislature of Alabama on Nov. 16 
elected Gen. Edmund Winston Pettus of 
Dallas, an ex-Confederate and an intense 
free silver man, United States Senator from 
Alabama to succeed Senator James L. 
Pugh. 

Arkansas Will Re-elect Jones. 

In Arkansas Senator James K. Jones will 
be re@lected by the Legislature next month 
without opposition. Last spring Gov. Clarke 
enbered the contest. After several counties 
had expressed their preference for Senator 
Jones in Democratic primaries the Gov- 
ernor withdrew; since’ which time the Sen- 
ator has had a clear field. 


Perkins Leads in California. 


In California the Legislature, which meets 
in January, will elect a United States Sen- 
ator to succeed George C. Perkins, whose 
term expires on March 4, 1897. So far as can 
be seen there is but one man in the race, and 
that is Perkins himself. The Republicans 
have a clear majority of about twenty-four 
on joint ballot, and fully nine-tenths of the 
members of that party are pledged to the 
present Scmator. 

The fusion vote may be given to Thomas 
V. Cator, Populist, although there is a pos- 
sibility of a split, and the Democrats may 
give their votes to a member of their own 
party. . 

Senator Perkins has declared his intention 
of acting with the Republicans on the tariff 
in spite of his leanings toward silver. 


Connecticut Will Re-elect Platt. 

Orville H. Platt, who has been continuously 
in the UnitedStates Senate from Connecticut 
since 1879, will be reélectedin January. The 
Legislature is strongly Republican in both 
branches. 

The only possible chance of a change will 
be through the appointment of Senator 
Platt or Senator Hawley to a Cabinet office. 


Confusion Reigns in Delaware. 

The situation is so badly complicated ti 
Delaware that almost nothing can be pre- 
dicted. It is apparent that there will be 
two Legislatures, one organized by the Dem- 
ocrats and another by the united Repub- 
lican factione. 

The Democrats will probably elect Willard 
Saulsbury United States Senator, and if the 
Republicans organize ft is believed they will 
elect J. Edward Addicks. 


Call’s Hard Fight in Florida. 

Although the Florida Legislature will not 
convene until next April, candidates who 
aspire to succeed Senator Call are actually 
at work. Senator Call is himself a candi- 
date, but the best opinion is that he will rot 
have more than 40 votes out of a total of 
100. W. D. Chipley of Pensacola and ex- 
Chief Justice Raney of Tallahassee have 
considerable strength. Congressman C. M. 
Cooper of the Second District, who is op- 
posed to silver, has also been mentioned for 
the place. 

The indications are that the sound money 
Democrats are making a still hunt, andthey 
have strong hopes of electing the successor 
to Call. 

Fairbanks Ahead in Indiana. 

In Indiana the withdrawal of Gen. Harri- 
son leaves the field practically clear to 
Charles W. Fairbanks. At the same time 
those who are opposing him have sprung 
a half -dozen names and will attempt a strong 
fight in the Republican caucus, 

Gen. Lew Wallace is out of the race by his 
own letter, and Col. W. R. McKeen of Terre 
Haute has such a meager following that his 
friends’ are attempting to agree on some 
other name. 

It is claimed that Fairbanks has not a 
pledged majority of the Republican mem- 
bers, but he has a big lead over his com- 


petitors. 
Many Candidates in Kansas, 

Tite Senatorial gituation in Kansas is 
growing more complicated every day. It is 
believed that votes will be cast for twenty 
different persons on the first ballot in the 
Populist caucus. 

William A. Peffer, the present incumbent, 
is the strongest candidate on the list, but 
he has only twenty-two votes pledged.

HOME POR AGED ROMAN CATHOLICS. . 


Franciscan Sisters’ Institute at Avilla, 
Ind., and the Splendid Work 
They Are Doing. 


Avilla, Ind., Dec. 13.—[{Special.}—In this 
village etands the new home erected for the 
old people of Indiana by the Roman Cath- 
olics of that State, under the charge of the 
‘* Franciscan Sisters of the Sacred Heart.“ 
Those who love to see old people at their 
best will feel repaid for their trouble in 
reaching Avilla. There are no set days, no 
disturbing of household affairs to impress 
the public. You see the old people as they 
are. Some slowly telling their beads, others 
tending their little winter gardens. Others

again are rehearsing anecdotes of their 
childhood, while a few aré grumbling with 
childish perversity at trifles. These last are 
listened to with infinite patience by the 

black-robed sisters. 

The Catholics’ of Indiana are very en- 
thustastie over this institution. Though this 
home was dedicated in May last appiications 
are rushing in so fast that a new wing will 
have to be added. 

The sisters in charge of the home have beem 
ant from the hospital in Joliet. The Order 
of St. Francis is divided into two branches— 
the cducational and the nursing orier. The 
educational branch takes charge of the 
school and its members wear brown habits. 
The nursing branch does hospital work and 
its members robe in black. 

Although this is a Roman Catholic ingtitu- 
tion, built from donations from the Catholics 
of Indfana, still, to their credit, it must be 
said that no one is debarred on account of 
religious principles.. At present there are 
ten non-Catholic inmates of the home and 
they appear as happy and well used as the 
rest. Although the home has been intended 
for the aged poor, still old persons of slender 
means—too slender to pay for proper nursing 
and suitable diet—are glad to secure home 
comfort and peace at a nominal figure. 

This charity had a small beginning. In 
1872 a small house was erected in this spot, 
principally intended for the aged or worn- 
out sisters of this order and the few old rer- 
sons from their hospitals, who, when cured, 
had no home to return to. Ten was the 
langest number accommodated. Greut credit 
is due the Rev. Domence Duhmig, pastor of 
Avilla, for his untiring labor in behalf of the 
Old People’s Hone. With the permission of 
his superior, Bishop Ridermaker of Fort 
Wayne, he has pushed the matter to a most 
succeseful climax. With pen and voice he 
has made known to the public the needs of 
the old people and the public has nobly re- 
sponded. The home has 116 rooms, exclu- 
sive of laundry, kitchens, and refectories. 
The heating and sanitary arrangeirents are 
perfect. 

There is a beautiful Uttle chapel in the 
building, where those who are able attend 
mass and other devotions and the spiritual 
wants of these helpless old people are at- 
tended to.

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Financial and commercial authorities say 
the business conditions in the States respect- 
ively which voted at the last election for 
sound money and for free silver are in strik- 
ing contrast. Harbingers ot prosperity’s 
reign are found in the former, while the lat- 
ter are slow to show the reflex of good times 
3 which must eventually affect one 
and all. ; 

Interviews yesterday with nent 
bankers, bond brokers, arid dealers in mort- 
gages and in commercial paper furnish evi- 
dence of the wide differences in credits, 
brought about by the results of the election 
in the various States. In the States found 
in the sound money column money can now 
be borrowed readily on good security, but 
the bonds and mortgages of the silver States, 
even at high rates of interest, can be market- 
ed only at big discounts, if at all. Investors 
are shunning the latter class of securities 
and cautiously holding off from purchases, 
at least until it is known what the Populistic 
Legislatures are going to do. 

The Quotation Supplement of the Commer- 
cial and Financial Chronicle in its current 
issue quotes municipal bonds now on the 
market.” It is the first time in months that 
the Chronicle has quoted these bonds, owing 
to the monetary stringency which deprived 
them of any general market.

The general effect of having given their 
Electoral votes to Bryan is operating to 
prejudice the bonds of Western States which 
voted that way.

** Advices I have recently had from Bry- 
an States lead me to believe that if the elec- 
tion took place tomorrow Bryan would not 
carry a single one of them, so thoroughly 
wretched do the people feel over being 
classed among the discredited minority of 
dishonest ideas.”’ 


Biack Eye for Kansas. 


John J. Mitchell, President of the IIlinois 
Trust and Savings Bank, said: 

A man came to us from Kansas this week 
and wanted to borrow some money on City 
of Topeka bonds. We declined to make the 
loan, for, as responsible custodians of in- 
numerable small savings deposits, we cannot 
lend the money of our depositors on any se- 
curities which bear the Kansas stamp. The 
party thought it was hard that he could not 
borrow money on Topeka bonds, but we re- 
plied that no man in his senses would lend 
money on securities originating in a State 
which could elect such a Legislature and 
judiciary as they have done in Kansas. 

„% Another party recently offered us some 
Montana securities and we declined them 
for the same reason. 

“The same needful caution operates 
against all the States where the Populists 
are in control. Their domination destroys 
credit wherever their power extends.“ 

Dealer in Municipal Bonds. 

A. B. Leach of Farson, Leach & Co., deal- 
ers in municipal bonds, said: 

‘‘Municipal credits have followed closely 
after individual credite in the general ad- 
vance since the election. But investors are 
indisposed to make long-term investments 
in municipal bonds in States which have 
| voted for free silver. The seeming inclina- 
tion of these States to repudiate obligations 
contracted in good faith and for improve- 
ments in municipalities has naturally re- 
sulted in the refusal on the part of capi- 
talists to grant loans. 

“On the contrary, municipalities in those 
States which voted for sound money have 
now a greatly improved credit. This is es- 
pecially true in States where it took a tre- 
mendous amount of exertion to wina victory 
for sound money in the face of great opposi- 
tion. These States are much the richer for 
their honesty. 

„The chief criterion of the temper of in- 
vestors is not to be found in rates of interest 
or premiums so much as in their inclination 
to consider at all certain classes of bonds. 
Bonds bearing high interest, with discred- 
ited security, offer neither prudent nor at- 
tractive investment. There is practically 
no market at present for the bonds of the 
free silver States.” 

Showing of Farm Mortgages. 

H. A. Pearsors of Pearsons, Taft & Co., 
dealers in farm mortgages, said 

„The first thing that investors now ask 
is, ‘Is it safe? An investor will not take a 
considerable risk even if the rate of interest 
is high, for results of such investments have 
proved so disastrous. We would as soon 
deal in counterfeit money as in Kansas 
mortgages. The only States we do business 
in which went for free silver are Missouri 
and Nebraska. The former State has al- 
ways been conservative and honest, and at 
the last election the people did not vote for 
free silver but for the Democratic party, 
right or wrong. 

“Our knowledge of Nebraska as a loan 
field has been confined to eastern part 
of the State, where the farmers are as pros- 
perous as in Iowa and Illinois, and still give 
Republican fes. Their credit has 
been good, and they have hitherto been able 
to get money at about the rates as 
other States. Where loans have matured 
since election the majority of our clients 
have agreed to extend those loans on which 
the interest and taxes have been paid. But 
some investors are not willing to do this on 
account of the fact that Nebraska has gone 
Populistic.

Photographs andAutographs of Men- 
bers of Congress Filed Away. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—[Special.]— 
“This is what we ¢all our rogues’ gal- 
lery,” said Uncle Joe Cannon, as he stood 
in the office of the Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the House of Representatives indorsing a 
voucher for his salary, and it contains 
the photograph of every Representative 
in the Fifty-fourth Congress. It was deemed 
advisable to have this done to guard against 


any fraud or forgery upon Uncle Sam at 


the Capitol. Accordingly a big frame capa- 
ble of holding 360 cabinet-size photographs 
was prepared, and as fast as the pictures 
could be. made they were assigned places 
in the frame. Many of the Representatives 
put their autographs on their. photographs 
and thus gave a double-safeguard against 
fraudulent practices.“

The United States District-Attorney for 


Eastern and Middle Tennessee has brought 


suit under the anti-trust law against what 
is known as the pipe trust. It is made up 
of various iron and steel companies, mostly 
in Alabama and Tennessee, which are en- 
gaged in the manufacture of pipe, such as 
is used for drainage and sewerage purposes, 
and especially for gas and water mains for 
municipalities. 

Itis charged that these companies, located 
at points where production can be made 


cheaper than anywhere else in the country, 


have formed a fraudulent and criminal com- 
bination to charge exorbitant prices and de- 
fraud the public. The bill states that 

It was a pert of said fraudulent and criminal 
combination and conspiracy aforesaid that there 
should be no competition among the defendants 
as to any work done or pipe furnished in any 
of the States or Territories named, and, in 
order to make effectual this criminal purpose. it 
was agreed that upon all work done in the terri- 
tory named a bonus should be charged on 
every ton of pipe sold, the amount of said bonus 
being determined by how much the combination 
could force the customer to pay. and petitioner 
here charges that defendants have collected a 
** bonus ranging from $3 to g on every ton of 
pipe sold since the date the trust was formed. 
The donus represents the amount cherged 
for pipe over and above a reasonable fair 
price for the same, and above the price that de- 
fendants would be willing to sell for if the trust 
did not exist and they had to compete with each 
other for the work. 

It is claimed, further, that the bonus col- 
lected annually in defiance of law amounts 
to $1,320,000. This year St. Louis wanted 
5,000 tons of pipe. The trust made it pay 
$24 a ton when it should have paid but $18. 
Thus in this single instance the trust robbed 
the people of $30,000. 

Illinois is one of the States which have 
been victimized by this trust. During the two 
years that have elapsed since this iNegal 
combination was organized the municipali- 
ties and corporations of this State must have 
been plundered outrageously. 

The Distriet- Attorney swears that he 
brings this petition under the direction of 
„the Honorable Judson Harmon, Attorney- 
General of the United States.“ He never 
would have brought it had “ the Honorable 
Richard Olney ” not been transferred td the 
State Department. 

That individual made no war on trusts 
while he was Attorney-General. He took 
the ground in his first annual report that 
Congress could not pass constitutional laws 
in restraint of monopolist conspiracies. That 
position he adhered to steadfastly while 
chief law officer of the government. 

It is not surprising that Olney took the 
position he did. Before he went into office 
he Was the favored attorney of the rail- 
roads and other great corporations. They 
paid him big fees and he served them faith- 
fully. When he became an officer of the 
United States it was his duty to enforce its 
laws, even against his old clients, but he 
remained loyal to the trust monopolies. 

When Cleveland discovered where his At- 
torney-General stood he should. have dis- 
missed him without delay. He would have 
done that after reading Olney’s report if it 
had not been for the fact that possibly he 
sympathized at heart with his views. While 
Out of office, between 1889 and 1893, Cleve- 
land was a member of a law firm which did 
much corporation business and got well 


paid for it. 


Yet Olney was allowed to remain where 
he could nullify the anti-trust law until 
Judge Gresham's death led to his transfer 
to the State Department. It must have 
been by accident that the vacancy thus cre- 
ated was filled by a man who believes in the 
constitutional power of Congress to enact 
laws to punish combinations in restraint of 
trade on the part of railroads or anybody 
else and who does not hesitate to begin pro- 
ceedings under such laws. 

Olney did not even direct his District- 
Attorneys to do anything. Harmon has or- 
dered them to commence suits, and has gone 
into court personally to argue that the rail- 
roads are not exempt from the anti-trust 
law. He has met before the Supreme Court 
some of the ablest lawyers in the coufitry. 
He has displayed a zeal for the welfare of 
the people of which his predecessor never 
showed a trace. 

If Cleveland had dismissed Olney three 
years ago and put Harmon in his place the 
war against the trusts would have been 
much farther advanced than it is now. By 
this time Attorney-General Harmon would 
have gotten decisions from the Supreme 
Court indicating what the flaws in it are, 
if any. Then he would have asked Con- 
gress to cure them, 

Attorney-General Harmon is doing good 
work, but he is going out of office in a few 
weeks, and it will devolve on a Republican 
administration to show that the people are 
stronger than those who are conspiring 
against them. The inter-State commerce 
act. and the anti-trust law are Republican 
measures which the Democrats have not 
sought to enforce. At the same time they 
have accused the Republicans of friendship 
for trusts. 

The falsity of that charge will become 
apparent soon after the 4thof March. Com- 
petition is the lot of farmers, of shopkeepers, 
and of people generally. Railroad corpora- 
tions and manufacturers want to be exempt 
from competition, so they may oppress the 
community. There is no reason why they 
should be thus favored. The laws forbid if,

A BUSINESS RESULT Of THE ELECTION. 
Interviews yesterday with prominent deal - 
ers in bonds, mortgages, and commercial 
paper credits, published on another page, 
furnish a unanimous testimony to the in- 
juries which the States voting for repudia- 
tion at the recent election have deliberately 
inflicted upon themselves. Nearly all the Vñusi- 
ness-men interviewed have on hand mort- 
gages and bonds of States which went to 
Bryan, and are not anxious to say anything 
which will tend to discredit the property for 
which their business requires a good market. 
But they are only telling the painful truth 
when they admit that investors are absolute- 
ly refusing to consider the securities of 
States which have publicly put themselves 
on record for dishonesty and have elected

will cheat investors who have hitherto 
loaned them money in the confidence that 
they would be honestly treated. As one of 
those interviewed remarked, high rates of 
interest no longer offer temptations to great 
risks, as past experiences with such invest- 
ments have proved so disastrous. Investors 
largely include people who have saved up 
small earnings, or have been left dependent 
on small sums which have been left them. 
Those who have learned prudence are not

gau, Kentucky, North Dakota, California, 
and Oregon are now in great demand at 
premiums. The money which has been 
hoarded for months awaiting favorable 
chances for investment is now rapidly going 
into the States which have given such good 
evidences of their credit. 

As a matter of fact the States which 
gave sound money majorities have always 
been good credit States. Massachusetts, 
for instance, which last week sold $6,000,- 
000 8-20 State bonds at 106, paid enormous 
premiums during the war to secure gold 
with which ta pay interest on State debts. 

So long has the State of K deen 
discredited that inquiry failed to find a 
single firm in the city which deals in Kansas 
farm mortgages. The head of one firm de- 
clared: “ We would as soon do a business 
in counterfeit money.” 

The dawning sun of prosperity will to a 
certain degree alike shine for the just and 
the unjust among the States, but never- 
theless those Commonwealths which bave 
put themselves on record for dishonest 
money will not receive equal measure in 
the general revival. 

The people of these States are reported 
to be sick at heart over their failure to get 
in the sound money band wagon. They 
will now have to endure a hard period of 
probation and retrieve by good works their 
discredit before they can agalu become 
considered fields for investment. 


MACEO DEAD—BUT ASSASSINATED. 

The first convincing confirmation of the 
death of Gen. Antonio Maceo shows 
that he did not fall in battle, 
but was murdered in cold blood. 
The Marquis of Ahumada, who has 
been acting Captain-General in Havana 
during the absence of Gen. Weyler, has 
been made to figure as the active agent in 
this assassination. The details prove, how- 
ever, if the story be true, that Weyler him- 
self was the author, or at least the abettor, 
of the plot. The treachery which accom- 
plished this foul crime was made possible by 
the purchase of the assistance of Dr. Zer- 
tucha, Maceo's surgeon. Maceo was in- 
vited to meet Ahumada under a flag of truce 
to discuss terms of peace. His disinclina- 
tion to accept as overcome by the persun- 
sions of Zertucha, whose part in the plot 
was to see that Maceo should meet this en- 
gagement. Zertucha appears to have per- 
formed his traitorous. task faithfully and 
craftily, and after some hesitation and con- 
sultation with his advisers Maceo was in- 
duced to listen to what he had reason to ex- 
pect would be overtures. He went to the 
appointed place accompanied by thirty-four 
members of his staff, including his Judas 
physician. He was under formal and offi- 
cial assurances of the protection of a truce. 
When close to the place where the interview 
was to be held Spaniards rose up by the 
hundred from the thickets on every side, 
there was one peremptory demand to sur- 
render answered heroically in the negative 
by Maceo, and then the Cuban General and 
his followers were shot down in their tracks. 
Zertucha, of course, had retired to a place of 
safety and subsequently went through the 
form of surrender to keep up the pretense of 
loyalty to Maceo. 

This, in brief, is the story of the death of 
Maceo that comes with much detail and 
every indication of truth from Havana. It 
is a story that will arouse the indignation of 
every civilized nation on the globe. It re- 
veals a depth of murderous treachery in 
Weylerand the men under him of which even 
their previous black record had not suggest- 
ed a possibility. It lays bare every pretense 
to honorable warfare these butchers have 
been making. They have violated the one 
fundamental principle of war which has 
hitherto prevailed among all people above 
the level of savages. Ininviting Maceo and 
his staff to a consultation under the solemn 
promise of protection apd then slaughtering 
their guests without even a guise of battle 
they ha ve sacrificed the right, the sympathy, 
and respect ef every honest man on/ the 
face of theearth. They have stooped to the 
depth of infamy and have invited the loath- 
ing of all nations. Weyler has sough* to 
evade responsibility by keeping in the back- 
ground while his tools did the bloody work. 
But his craft will notavailhim. He stands 
revealed as the master in the plot. It is 
sufficient that he knew it was to be carried 
out even if he had not personally planned it. 
He poses, grotesquely, to be sure, as a great 
General of a great nation, and he cannot 
evade the responsibility for this dastardly 
massacre. It is no extenuation that it was 
done in desperation; that the Spanish troops 
poured into the island from the mother 
country by the hundred thonsand had failed 
utterly to make any headway against the 
indomitable patriots; that Weyler had ex- 
hausted every device of lying and trickery 
and pretense in his effort to lull the suspi- 
cions of his own government and the rest of 
the world as to the real hopelessness of his 
campaign; that as a last resort he had 
thought to lure into ambush and surrender 
the man he could not subdue in an honorable 
method. There is no extenuation in all this. 
His crime, in which he has made his first 
assistant the chief agent, is black and 
bloody without a redeeming or qualifying 
feature. Moreover, it will fail entirely of 
its purpose. The manner of Maceo’s death 
will set in a blaze the enthusiasm and pa- 
triotism and courage of the Cuban insur- 
gents. Every bullet that was fired into that 
gallant company of Cuban martyrs will stir 
up a ery for vengeance that will echo 
throughout the hills of Cuba and bring back 
sympathetic response from all the nations of 
the earth. A hundred Maceos will rise up 
to take the place of the stricken chief, and 
Weyler, discredited, reviled, great only in 
his abominable savagery, may find that his 
one act of sublime treachery has been the 
final force that will give Cuba its freedom.

INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM. 
The Republican Senatorial caucus adopt-

2 international bimetallism. It provided 
A special, committee of five minions of this 


| looking to an international conference 
with leading commercial nations of the world for 
the promotion of bimetallism. 

The committee has been appointed, con- 
sisting of Senators Wolcott, Hoar, Chand- 
ler, and Gear. This action shows the readi- 
ness of the Republicans to carry out the 
pledge made in the plank of the St. Louis 
platform which declares that— 

We are therefore opposed to the free coinage 
of silver except by international agreement with 
the leading commercial nations of the world, 
which we pledge ourgelves to promote. 

The Democrats repudiated bimetallism in 
their Chicago platform, and made interna- 
tional bimetallism impossible as far as they 
are concerned when they demanded the un- 
workable ratio of 16 to 1. The Democrats 
pretended to dictate an impossible ratio to 
Europe. , 

If all the nations of that continent were to 
codperate with the United States in the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, the 
outcome would not be bimetallism, but sil- 
ver monometallism. 4 

The present output of silver is from 150 to 
175 million ounces a year. That silver has 
been selling on the average for 65 cents an 
ounce. That the producers have been will- 
ing to accept that much for their product 
shows that it cost them less than that to 
produce it, and that there was a profit in the 
business for them. 

Every European knows the folly of the 
claim made by some free silverites that free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 would create 
such a demand for silver for coinage pur- 
poses as to double its value without adding 
anything to the cost of production. 

But at this time Europe is pretty well 
saturated with silver. France has all she 
can handle. Therefore, if the United States 
were to afproach Huropeun nations with a 
program resembling in the slightest degree 
that of the free silverites, the only reply 
would be a contemptuous refusal. e 

It is questionable whether, when a con- 
ference is held, England will consent to the 
free coinage of silver on any basis except 
that of its bullion value. It is questionable 
whether any of the other European nations, 
in view of the amount of silver they have on 
hand, will accept any ratio which does not 
approximate very closely to the bullion 
value. 

It is certain that the United States, which 
has 500 millions of silver worth only half its 
face, cannot consent to theacceptance of any 
ratio which departs materially from the 
commercial ratio. It cannot run the risk of 
slimping into silver monometallism on the 
basis of a 75-cent or an 80-cent dollar. 

Senator Wolcott will bear these facts in 
mind no doubt in devising a plan for an in- 
ternational conference. He will not thrust 
on foreign nations a demand for an impos- 
sible ratio. He will favor the ratio demand- 
ed by the Democrats in 1892, when tliey de- 
clared that the dollar unit of coinage of 
both metals must be of equal intrinsic and 
exchangeable value.” 

A conference begun on lines like these 
may be productive of great good and open 
the way for the more extensive use of silver 
for coinage purposes. Therefore, such a 
conference should be held. 


MISTAKES OF A NAVAL OFFICER. 

A naval! officer in Washington is authority 
for the statement that “ the Potomac River 
has been lined with torpedoes for the protec- 
tion of the capital.“ He declares there are 
few persons outside the Fortification Board 
who could tell just where the channel tor- 
pedoes are located, but he adds: 

Down at Fort Washington there is a little room 
down in the depths of the works, bomb-proof and 
very exclusive as to its inhabitants, where there 
are tables with maps spread out, giving the exact 
location of every torpedo in the river. 

Then this officer describes an elaborate 


observation equipment, and concludes: 

As soon as the observers sighted a vessel over 
a torpedo word would be flashed to the man below, 
and he would press a little button on the table 
corresponding to a torpedo marked on his map. 
Then there would be a great spout of mud, water, 
and foam out on the water—and one ironclad less 
in the fleet. 

This is all very picturesque and enter- 
taining, and would be even instructive if it 
were not for the fact that there are no tor- 
pedoes in the Potomac River, either for a 
lining or any other useful or experimental 
purpose. But supposing this officer were 
relating facts, how would this torpedo outfit 
work if a hostile fleet should sail up the river 
in a fog or under the friendly cloak of night? 
He fails to consider the common practice of 
hostile fleets to sail up rivers like the Po- 
tomac at unexpected moments, and even to 
take measures to deceive the watchers if 
possible. They have been known, also, to 
send vessels in advance that are equipped 
with torpedo destroyers and that remove 
the source of danger when the enémy on 
shore is not looking. But there are no such 
annoyances in the Potomac for a possible 
enemy—they are all on the maps and charts 
of which the naval! officer epeaks. And 
these are most excellent charts, as he in- 
timates. They are replete with exact in- 
formation as to where torpedoes should be 
placed to do the most harm, with precise 
inetructions as to when they should be ex- 
ploded in case an enemy's ship should hap- 
pen to get in an advantageous position to be 
blown up. 

But there is no reason why so much se- 
crecy should be observed with these plans 
and charts and maps.. There is no reason 
why they should be kept stowed away 60 
mysteriously in musty archives. For doubt- 
less long before this some British spy has 
obtained copies of every chart and map ex- 
tant, with the result that the naval officials 
of Great Britain know as much about the 
details as our own government officers. It | 
is a common practice of nations to obtain 
such information. The Governments of 
France and Germany send out their spies 
and agents to obtain by bribery and other

Astonishing Contention on 

Railroad Trusts. 
Attorney-General Harmon’s proceeding 
against the Trans-Missouri Freight Associa- 
tion appears to be a confident and, better 
still, a sincere and honest effort to apply 
and enforce the anti-trust law of 1890. It 
seems to have been brought with an honest 
purpose on the part of the Attorney-Gengral 
to serve the people and not to provide an 
excuse for letting the trusts escape. In this 
respect it is wholly unlike the Philadelphia 
sugar trust case, which could not have been 
better devised to serve trust interests and 
to bring the law into contempt if it had been 
prepared by the attorneys of the trusts in- 
stead of by attorneys for the — 

This case differs from the others also in 
this: the Attorney<General who is prosecut- 
ing it seems to believe in the law, as his 
predecessors did not. He does not share Mr. 
Olney’s contemptuous view that it is ridic- 
ulous for Congress to enact laws in restrali 
of corporations able to employ lawyers 
his ability and afterwards to put them into 
positions as the attorneys for the govern- 
ment. 

It is a pity that this one earnest effort 
to enforce the anti-trust law was not made 
at the beginning rather than at the end of an 
administration specially and peculiarly 
pledged to endeavors in that direction. 

The case now in question may be briefly 
explained. The railroads west of the Mis- 
souri were chartered by the several States 
for the purpose of securing to the people a 
wholesome competition in freight-carrying. 
Many of them were in fact built and 
equipped out of government bounty with the 
same end in view. But in order to make 
themselVes masters of the people and to ex- 
tort from the transportation of an imperial 
domain all that the traffic will bear.“ they 
have formed a close conspiracy, eliminating 
competition and creating a Committee of Ex- 
tortion to fix and enfor@e rates at will. 

The Attorney-General seeks to break up 
this conspiracy. He sues to dissolve the 
association, and if he succeeds in that he

Hard on the Politicians. 


This class of free travel will be greatly 
reduced next year and for all time to come. 
Already ft is a difficult matter for politicians 
to get annual passes, and trip passes were 
distressingly scarce during the political con- 
ventions last summer. Hundreds of dele- 
gates, alternates, and candidates, to whom 
the novelty was a painful one, had to buy 
tickets to St, Louis, Chicago, Peoria, and 
Springfield last summer or walk or stay at 
home. Railroads have long ago discovered 
that they received no benefit whatever from 
this class of people, and not infrequently 
were made to suffer by the men who were 
riding around the country on free passes.. 

Before the inter-State law went into effect 
and the railroad companies in the West took 
more interest in politics than they do now. 
it was no unusual sight to see a conductor 
go through a car and fail to find a single 
passenger who had a ticket that had been 
paid for. So notorious did this abuse become 
that it is related of the conductors on one of 
the main lines running from Chicago to the 
Pacific coast that when they entered the 
cars they invariably cried out: Please 
show your passes.”’ 

During one memorable session of the Iowa 
Legislature members of the Legislature and 
politicians who were supposed to have a 
pull were supplied with blocks of blank 
passes which they used as they pleased. 
Large numbers of these found their way into 
the scalpers’ hands, and so large was the 
trade in this sort of transportation that the 
railroads found that they were being, under- 
sold on their own tickets everywhere and 
their receipts fell off to such an extent that 
the gross income was materially reduced. 

Those were easy times, indeed, and the man 
who paid railroad fare either in the State 
or outside of it was away behind the proces- 
sion. But all that has been changed, and the 
railroads are more than glad of the revolu- 
tion. 


Scalpers Are Shut Out. 


There was a time when scalpers made a 
great deal of money dealing in trip passes. 
Sometimes annual passes also found their 
way into the hands_of men not entitled to 
them through the brokers, but traffic in 
free transportation of any kind has been re- 
duced to the lowest point ever known. A few 
years ago it was an easy thing to go into al- 
most any broker's office and buy a trip pass 
at greatiy reduced rates, but it is a rare 
thing to find one on sale now. 

The railroads have pursued the pass fiend 
so vigorously that he has practically been 
driven out of existence. Every general 
passenger agent in the United States has a 
black-list, which is corrected annually, giv- 
ing the name and occupation of every man 
who has been caught selling his pass. Once 
on this list he can never obtain another pass 
anywhere. Many general passenger agents 
now require applicants to call in person for 
passes in order that they may be identified 
if necessity should require. 

If a request is made by a person in Chicago 
for a pass to be sent to another person out 
of the city it is not mailed to the applicant 
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ly. * 
They dia not actually issue free passes ex- 
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cept to personal friends, but they established 
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a schedule of prices for travel so much below 
the company’s rates that in a short time tho 
conductors were doing about all the cash 
business that came to the road. For in- 
stance, the company charged $11 from Santa 
Fé to Albuquerque, but one could ride with 
the conductor of a passenger train for $8, 
while the rates charged by freight conduct- 
ors were only $5. As the latter was obliged 
to divide his earnings with the brakemen his 
receipts from this source were often 
much larger than the salary paid him by. 
company. 

Passenger conductors kept all they got and 
some made enough in two or three years 
to enable them to retire and engage in other 
pursuits which, while perhaps not quite as 
profitable, were risky. 

The pass system on the Santa Fe was 
greatly abused until the e 
administration. After that the rules became 
more rigid until now under Mr. Ripley's 
management no passes are issued except 
— a cause that comes strictly within the 
aw. 

The manager of the Chicago-Southern 
railroad said while he did not expect to live 
long enough to see the pass system abolished 
entirely the time was not far distant when 
nobody but officers and employés would be 
allowed to ride upon the railroads of this 
country without paying fare. It is already 
extremely difficult to obtain passes over 
Eastern roads and the lines are being nar- 
rowed every year. 

It is a curious fact that in spite of the great 
increase in passenger traffic during the last 
ten years, largely consequent upon the re- 
striction of passes, rates to the general pub- 
lic have not been materially reduced.

with it. The panoramic camera, similar to 
the one described in a recent iasue of Tun 
Sunpay Tsun, is first set up and every- 
thing made ready for an exposure. Then 
the operators press the button and imme- 
diately take up a position in the field of view 
which the camera is slowly covering. As 
soon as the lens has passed them the opera- 
tors run around behind the instrument 
and again take their places further along in 
the range of action of the revolving camera. 
This process is repeated a third, a fourth, 


and sometimes a fifth time, making a most 
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pies ssa effect when the film is devel- 
oped. 

The possibilities of this multitud{nous 
photography are many and startling. For 
instance, one of these operators with a little 
skill as a lightning change artist can 
enact an entire tragedy all by himself. He 
ean first impersonate a murdered man fall- 
ing with a bullet wound in his heart. Then 
on the next turn around the camera he can 
appear as the murderer, pointing the smok- 
ing pistol at his unfortunate victim—hiniself. 
Further on in the picture me may easily be

These two new lights in the photographic 
world are Peter N. Angsten and Charios II.

OLD FREELAND DIES AT Sr. Louis. 


Grandest Race Horse in All the Land 
Passes Away of Old Age. 

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 13.—{Special.]—Free- 
land, the grandest racehorse in all the 
land,” is dead. The famous son of Longfel- 
low and Belle Knight passed away of old 
age yesterday at the farm of George Wright 
in St. Louis County. At the time of his 
death and for three years prior thereto he 
was the property of A. H. Spink, who used 
him as a star in his play, The Derby 
Winner,” for two seasons. ; 

Freeland was foaled at the Nahtura stud, 
near Midway, Ky., in 1879; and was there- 
fore 17 years old at the time of his death. 
Fie was foaled the property of F. B. Harper, 
who sold him to Ed Corrigan, and the master 
of Hawthorne won a fortune with him. As 
a 2-year-old he was only an ordinary per- 
former, but as a 3-year-old he swept every- 
thing before him. From then until 1585 his 
career wgs a succession of brilliant triumphs; 
but his best remembered races are those with 
Miss Woodford, especially the match race 
of Aug. 10, 1885, when he beat the Dwyers’ 
peerless mare a head for a stake of $20,000. 

This defeat did not satisfy the Dwyers of 
Freeland’s supériority. They entered Miss 
Woodford in the Eclipse Stakes in St. Louis 
the following aring. The race was so condi- 
tioned as tu ve in effect only a match be- 
tween the two, but unfortunately old Free- 
land’s sun had set. He could not fulfill fhe 
engagement, though all St. Louis was out to 
see the struggle. Freeland, all bandaged 


and lame, was paraded before the stand and 


was roundly cheered. With Freeland out 
the race was, of course, only a gallop for 
Miss Woodford. 

When his racing days were over Mr. Corri- 
gan sent him back to Kentucky, and there 
he was allowed to rest until sold to a couple 
of men, who tried to race him at East St. 
Louis. This looked so much like a profana- 
tion that there was a howl and he was not 
permitted to start. Next an attempt was 
made to start the horse at the South Side 
electric races, but Al Spink stepped in and 
bought him. His part in The Derby Win- 
ner“ was-principalily’an eating one, he be- 
ing only exhibited to receive that tribute of 
admiration his past greatness deserved. His 
end has béén a fitting one.

A knowledge-seeking reader of your paper 
asks if you can explain why myriads of 
angle worms were found dead on the streets 
last Sunday. You reply there had undoubt- 
edly been a shower of frozen angleworma, 
and then tell your reader to bring on some- 
thing difficult. This question puzzled many 
men for ages, and it was not 
ad spent years in the investi- 
ation that the secret was discovered. Angle- 
worms burrow below the surface and below 
the frost line, and in these burrows store 
their food, which is made up of vegetable 
matter, mostly lea ves of plants. After pass- 
ing the vegetable matter with soil through 
their bodies it is brought to the surface and 
spread around the openin 
Darwin estimates that the entire surface 
rt of the world inhabited by angle- 
been raised by them more than 
ten feet. When the angleworm’s stores 
have become exhausted and he is hu 
hes to the surface to seek for more food. 
‘When it rains he feels the impulse on the 
soil and knows that the plants are moistened 
and invigorated, and that his meal is ready 
for him. It thep was the pattering of the 
storm that brought the angleworm to the 
surface and while he was busy at work car- 
rying stores to his burrow the frost came ahd 
killed him and thus enabled your reader to 
find frozen bodies by the million. This same

Prevention Better than Cure. 


Providence intended that eventually dis- 
ease will be prevented rather than cured. 
No world can exist on an optimistic plat- 
form and not be able to banish disease. 
It is not optimism to cure disease. Disease 
is a public dishonor and disgrace. It Its 
a public vice and misdemeanor. It is moral 
neglect—it is sin. 

It follows, then, that disease, as caused 
by germs, must be conquered and banished. 
We cannot do this by cures, but by pre- 
ventives. Develépment or evolution means, 
necessarily, the final end of means and of 
causes relating to disease and that it shall 
witness the termination of germ diseases. 
Natural laws do not discover cures for 


s a phenomenon of a war of species. It is 
as much a war as is that between nations 
or races. It is entirely different in relation 
to everything belonging to cause—from the 
diseases caused by drugs and such poisons. 
The cause is a li -organism, governed 
by the same biology which controls the de- 
velopment of human beings. The parasitic 
organism is seeking its way and means of 
living when causing disease, but the evolu- 
tion of the fittest certainly means the de- 
struction of parasitism and ot all species 
of parasites. If this will not be the result, 
then evolution does not mean nor can it re- 
sult in the “ survival of the fittest.“ 


Spiritual Aspect the Same. 


It makes no difference if we view this 
feature from the spiritual side of the case. 
As I have said, final design must mean the 
same result of natural law or else such de- 
sign ts at fault. Providence is criticised 
as well as nature for permitting the exist- 
ence of evil and of evil results, but the evil 
is really in the method and not in the end. 
Development or evolution as divine natural 
laws must result in the greatest good, or 
else the ultimate result must be evil, and 


‘therefore final design is not consistent with 


the higher attributes of goodness and wis- 
dom. From the A priori, the A posteriori, as 
well as argument from design, the inference 
must be that the result of medical studies, 
or rather of physiological and pathological 
studies, the ultimate result must be that 
disease will be prevented by removal of the 
cause—they will not be cured, therefore. 
Surgery and medicine now vie with each 
other in curing disease, but drugs are pois- 
sons and surgery at best a mutilation. Med- 
icine is vain and surgery cures by remov- 
ing the disease and the diseased organ with 
it. The skill of cach is great, but the calam- 
ity which necessitates either must be pre- 
verted. 
Dangers of Antitoxin. 

The Medical Record for June 20, 1896, con- 
tains a symposium by several leading and 
eminent physicians on the subject of anti- 
texin. Dr. J. E. Winters, who is evident- 
ly an unprejudiced and scientific student, 
Writes the leading article. The reader will 
note to the successive facts and logic of his de- 
veloping argument, showing not only the 
fallacy, but the dangers of the so-called 
antitoxin. He describes first the natural 
relations and features of diphtheria, under 
the ordinary medical treatment, and proves 
by statistics that the mortality varies from 5 
per cent to 75 (or more) per cent, depending 
upon climatic conditions, the virulence of 
epidemics at different years. Different epi- 
demics, covering periods of fifteen years, 
show a varying mortality of 5 to 75 per 
cent, under the same treatment, including 
antitoxin. Laryngeal or croup diphtheria, 
even with antitoxin has a mortality, as re- 
ported, of 74 per cent. The idea of a cure as 
associated with a drug, resulting in such 
mortality, is contrary to perception and rea- 
son, or homology. It disproves all 
claims or concessions as a cure. 


Variability of Death Rate. 


The apparent lessening of the mortality 
rate by the use of the drug is shown to be 


problem of the variability of the death rate 
under natural causes of different epidemics. 
This factor cannot be omitted in stich cal- 
culation. 

If antitoxin could cure, if it destroyed the 
germ, or antagonized the poison or germ, 
or created an antagonism by communicating 
the property of immunity from the serum 
celis to the living cells and thereby cured all 
cases—or say 95 per cent—or all cases ex- 
cept prevented by accident, or violation of 
methods which are essential for its use—if 
it did this then it would really be a cure. But 
immunity is a property of life and not of 
dead tissue, and therefore serum does not 
possess this property, nor is it immune as 
stated. A dead man is no longer philosopher 
or friend, saint or sinner. He no longer 
hungers, suffers, loves, or hates. These are 
properties of life—not of death. Neither 
are the dead immune, whether serum or 
men. 2 

None of the many antitoxins can succeed 
as cures. From tuberculin to the latest ex- 
periment they must fail. Dr. Winterg re- 
ports a long list of direct mortalities from 
the use of the drug. It is of no use as a 
remedy, but is a dangerous poison. 

But as I predictedgfifteen years ago, the 
ptomaines of cultures of the Virulent path- 
ogenic bacteria will be used in future as 
preventives—and they will be successful— 
but it must not be forgotten that so far as 
immunity is gained or lost every tissue cell 
is a leucocyte, and has the power of gaining 
a tolerance to poison.

TO LOWER THE FARES FROM CICERO. 


Suburban Company Arranging to De- 
liver Passengers to the Metropoli- 
tan and Perhaps Lake Street “ IL.“ 


Unofficial denial of the statement that the 
Metropolitan Elevated railroad is entering 
the surface electfic field in the Town of 
Cicero has not silenced the talk about the 
alleged deal between the Metropolitan peo- 
ple and the Suburban.company. The whole 
theory, so far as the Metropolitan company 
is concerned, is said to be that a policy 
of acquisition of feeder lines, either by con- 
struction or purchase, has been laid down 
by the management. 

The Suburban company owns franchises 
for nearly twelve miles of surface lines 
within the Town of Cicero, any power but 
horse and steam being allowed. On Nov.
